am  again  privileged  to  hand  you  herewith  Annual  Report  covering  the 
v  ities  of  the  Police  Department  for  the  year  1939. 

n  comparing  Minneapolis  with  other  cities  in  our  population  group,  I  am 
I  >y  to  report  that  we  stand  very  favorably  throughout  the  nation  with 
e  ect  to  major  crime.  While  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  number  of 
b  3r  crimes  committed,  statistics  show  that  there  has  been  an  increase  in 
h  convictions  of  those  persons  who  have  committed  major  offenses.  The 
Zi  le  Index  as  compiled  by  the  Department  of  Justice  for  the  year  1939 
c  v  of  which  is  enclosed  herewith)  showing  records  of  major  crimes  for 
Is  of  from  300,000  to  700,000  population  (estimated),  shows  that  Minne- 
F  s  compares  most  favorably  in  the  suppression  of  major  crime. 

Vith  reference  to  motor  vehicle  fatalities,  I  wish  to  state  that  while 
rl  neapolis  had  a  decrease  of  some  five  less  deaths  by  automobile  than  the 
»r  ious  year,  and,  according  to  the  National  Safety  Council's  1939  Report, 
v<  stand  thirteenth  out  of  twenty-four  cities  in  our  population  group — of 
!5W0  to  500,000,  with  a  death  rate  of  14.7  per  100,000,  I  am  certain  that 
N  ould  better  this  record  if  additional  officers  could  be  made  available  for 
s  nment  to  major  traffic  violations.  We  are  still  in  urgent  need  of  a  sub- 
t;tial  increase  in  our  personnel.  However,  I  am  anticipating  an  increase  of 
t  ast  fifty  men  in  the  near  future  which  would  bring  our  personnel  strength 
p  )  where  it  was  ten  years  ago. 

wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  extend  to  you  and  the  Honorable  City 
Xjacil  my  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the  fine  cooperation  accorded  this 
e  rtment  during  the  past  year.
